I have not as yet had any word from Kleindienst , although 
I did send him a letter requesting the information ofi the 
1 AM ' suspects and more recently, another letter accompanied by 
a DJ-118. In a letter from the Committee ofi Government 
Operations' Foreign Operations and Government Information* 
Subcommitteev a Mr. Jack Matteson ( Staff Member ) said 
that the information' I had given the Justice Department 
should meet the definition of " a reasonable description"* 
Mr. Matteson futher stated that Congressman John Moss, 
the Ghairman, had read my letter and enclosures with 
interest and refered it to the staff for futher. attention* 
( circular file? ) 


I think that the correspondence with the Secret Service 
may be of some interest to you. Although the impersonation 
of a federal officer is a federal crime, and the state- 
ments of the witnesses: in question were available, the 
Secret Service made no investigation to determine who 
the Secret Service impostors were in Dealey Plaza. 

As usual, when pressed for a more deffinate answer, 
they cop out by refering me to the Archives. I didn't 
really expect Sorrels to say anything, and I have not 
as yet received an answer from D. V. Harkness DPD, 
who received a certified letter from me on 21 July. 

As you may recall, he stated that he found several SS 
men at the rear of the TSBD immediately after the shooting. 


I noted that Dick Sprague has expounded his views in the 
August 16 issue of the National Enquirer. Although I 
would like to take the DJ to court if necessary, it would 
be:, I imagine somewhat a financial strain for me and I 
am not sure any attorney in this area would want to buck 
the Establishment. As an alternative, I am thinking about 
publishing some of my work in the press. What do you think? 

Also, Gary Murr of Ontario has not answered my letter 
which was received by a Lloyd Murr at his address.
